The food by 
which we live, and the beauties of nature in which we 
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find joy, come from him who is the Author of all life. In 
the forces of the universe which work for our blessing, 
we behold God's loving power which cares for us and 
sustains us. His providence is revealed in the laws of 
growth, by which the seed entrusted to the earth ripens 
into corn, fruit, or fiower. It is also revealed in 
human history; especially, for us who are of the House 
of Israel, in the history of our forefathers. These feasts 
were therefore ordained so that we may by them express 
our thanks unto God for his protecting love, his patient 
guidance, and his sustaining care. At all times and in 
divers conditions the Jews celebrated these feasts joy- 
fully and devoutly, each in its appointed season. Their 
hearts were filled with a holy joy which cheered their 
life even in the midst of sadness and roused them to 
great strength for Israel’s divine task. So may we in 
the observance of this Feast of Passover refresh our 
hearts in joyous meditation on God’s abiding love.

READING FROM THE PROPHETS. 


From Isaiah 44 and 45. 


Thus saith the Lord, the King of Israel, and_ his 
redeemer the Lord of hosts: I am the first, and I am the 
last, and beside me there is no God.

These feasts were therefore 
ordained so that we may by them express our thanks 
unto God for his protecting love, his patient guidance, 
and his sustaining care. At all times and in divers 
conditions, the Jews celebrated these feasts joyfully 
and devoutly, each in its appointed season. * Their 
hearts were filled with a holy joy which cheered their 
life even in the midst of sadness and roused them to 
great strength for Israel’s divine task. So may we in 
the observance of this Feast of Tabernacles refresh our 
hearts in joyous meditation on God’s abiding love. 

Bless, we beseech thee, O Lord, our observance of 
this Feast of Tabernacles, so that we may be helped by

On this concluding day of our ancient harvest festival, 
as we turn to God with thanksgiving for the gifts from 
tree and field by which our life is sustained, let us give 
thanks also for all the beauties of nature, for the joy 
they give, and for the inspiration they bring. And 
may that joy and inspiration enlarge our devotion to 
the Author of the universe, and strengthen our desire 
to worship him by obedience to his law. 

In ancient times, the prayers on the Feast of Taber- 
nacles were in part devoted to supplication for rain that 
the earth might at all times bring forth the growth in 
the seed, and the blessing of abundant crops. The 
worship during this festival was filled with great re- 
joicing in the assurance of God’s mercy, symbolized by 
a ceremony of offering water on the Temple altar 
of which it was said: He who did not sce the rejoicing of 
the water-drawing missed the most joyful sight that life 
could show him. Pious and distinguished men danced 
with torches in their hands, chanting hymns and praises. 
The Levites played on harps, lutes, cymbals, trumpets 
and musical instruments, without number. The cere- 
mony concluded with the declaration by all the people 
in the Temple Court: We belong to God and our eyes are 
turned to God. 

In the changes produced upon ancient institutions by 
the changing conditions in Jewish life, the concluding 
day of the Feast of Tabernacles came to hold another joy 
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for the Jew—the rejoicing in the Law. As the token of 
the bond between God and Israel, embodying the divine 
promise and human responsibility in that. relation, the 
Law was the great possession of the House of Israel, 
the centre and source of joy for the Jew, the support 
of his life, the way of spiritual blessing, 

So the Teast of Tabernacles, beginning with joy in the 
physical gifts with which God blesses and sustains 
human life, concludes with joy in the spiritual treasures 
with which God exalts human life, giving 15 a divine 
dignity. 

We thank thee, O Lord our God, for all thy gifts and 
blessings; help us to use them for the well-being of 
our fellowmen and for the glorification of thy name.

From Isaiah 35, 30 and 32. 


The wilderness and the solitary place shall be glad; and 
the desert shall rejoice, and blossom as the rose. It 
shall blossom abundantly, and rejoice even with joy and 
singing; the glory of Lebanon shall be given unto it, the 
excellency of Carmel and Sharon: they shall see the glory 
of the Lord, the excellency of our God. 

Strengthen ye the weak hands, and confirm the feeble 
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knees. Say to them that are of a fearful heart, Be 
strong, fear not: behold, your God will come with ven- 
geance, with the recompense of God; he will come and 
save you.

when the towers fall. Moreover the light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the sun, and the light of the sun 
shall be sevenfold, as the light of seven days, in the 
day that the Lord bindeth up the hurt of his people, 
and healeth the stroke of their wound.

Then judgement shall dwell in the wilderness, and 
righteousness shall abide in the fruitful field.

And all the people went their way to eat, and 
to drink, and to send portions, and to make great mirth, 
because they had understood the words that were 
declared unto them. 

And on the second day were gathered together the 
heads of fathers’ houses of all the people, the priests, and 
the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, even to give attention 
to the words of the law. And they found written in the 
law, how that the Lord had commanded by Moses, that 
the children of Israel should dwell in booths in the feast 
of the seventh month: and that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in Jerusalem, saying, Go 
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forth unto the mount, and fetch olive branches, and 
branches of wild olive, and myrtle branches, and palm 
branches, and branches of thick trees, to make 
booths, as it is written. So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themselves booths, everyone 
upon the roof of his house, and in their courts, and in 
the courts of the house of God, and in the broad place 
of the water gate, and in the broad place of the gate of 
Ephraim. And all the congregation of them that were 
come again out of the captivity made booths; for since 
the days of Jeshua the son of Nun unto that day had 
not the children of Israel done so.
